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PREFACE. 



HE EagUJli Tongue, the prefcnt Speech of Great 
Srilain, and tbc Subject Miner of tfaii Dictionary, 
is a Compound of anctent Languages, as Brit^ 
{fPilfi) Sitxm, Dahifi, Nanum aod midtm Frentb, 
Latin and Greet. From tbc five firft of which, 
tbc Bulk or converfabie Part is derived, and from 
the two laft, the Technical Words or Terms of 
Art and Science. The Brilijb Tongue, though 
eri^nallf the native Language of the Country, malcet, however, 
but the fmallcft Part of the Compofition. For the Brhaintf having 
been gradually weakened "by their Wars with the Piilt, Rmiani, 
Jkrnu, Daius, &c. for the Space of one thoufand Years, were at laft 
obliged to retire over the Britijh Alps, carrying with them their Lan- 
guage into that Part of Britain call'd H^aUs, where they have' pre- 
KTved it to this Day. Mean while thctr viSorioiis OpprclTors have 
oitted the proper Owners of their Country, and not only occupied 
tbdr Lands, but induffa-ioufly diflcminated their own Languages. 

Trs Samaii Legions, though they rciided fome hundreds of Yean 
io BritaiKy nude no extraordinary Alteration in the Britijh Tongue, 
io tenacious were the Britains of their native Language at that Time, 

Nor did the Danti make much more, by Reafon of the Shortncls 
of their Reign, which was but about twen^ feven Years, except in 
Jbme of the Ntrtitrn Counties, where they made their firft Setile-' 
■lenu, about aoo Years before they arrived at the fuprcmc Power. 
To this may be added, the Avcrfion that their Barbarity to the 
Britaha bad wrought io them, to their Government, Feiibns and 
^wecfa. 

The SaxmUt by a longer Fofleffion, did more fupprefi the Briti/& 
Tongue, then mixed with fome Latiit and Danijb, and cultivated 
tbeir owb Tongue univerlally throughout the Kingdom,

moll commoiii I have placed an Accent on ihat Syllable, on which 
L ibe Sirefs of the Voice {houtd be laid in pronooncing ; And here I 
v IMouM dcfirc the favourable Ceiifure of Criticlcs, in that I have rot 
■ CDoiined inyfclf to the placing it always on the Syllable that the 
B Qntii have ; bccaufe they would, if fo accented, freq^uently found 
K ^ry uncouth, and harfh to Engiiflt Ears, uid very dilloAaat to the 
^B ficn'tus of the Engiijh Tongue, 

^P As to the Method of this Volume, It is exaflly the fame as the 
W firft, and as to the Etymology, where I could not find any Origioaj, 
I have in riicir Stead writ {Inctrt. Etym.) i. e. the Etymolt^ is un- 
Cettiio, Tho' I am perfuaded that many, nay moft of our common 
Woidi (excepting fuch as are humorous or canting) do owe their 
Original to the SoKiTt Language. But the Saxetit having been a war- 
Hkc Pec^le, who minded Fighting more than Writing, and the Art . 
rfT*tintitig being not, then found out, has been the Occafion that 
Ihete were few Books in [he World in thofe Times, and the great- 
tft Part of them probably dcflroycd by the Kerjnans, and the Iroti 
Teertl of Age having been gnawing the Remains of them for now 
near &vcn hundred Years, ic is no Wonder, that what is left is ia 
iniperfed. 

BoT havirtg in tht Introdu<aion to the Firft Volume given an Ac-' 
wunt /r.ofc at large by what Steps and Gradations our Englifii 
Tongue is come to be what it now is, from what it anciently was, 
ind not having Room here to expatiate, I fliall deiift, hoping that 
thcfe my Labours may be both as acceptable and fciviceable to my 
Countrymen, as they have been laboiioui to me in the Compiling.
